pectedofhor at this time, nud if her 
insurgents nro not aided from without sbo 
will bo likely to easily overcome them. And 
at present there ia littlo probability that aid 
will bo tendered by other governments bow- 
overmuch they may wish tho success of tbo 
rebellion.

used by him to grant ndvnntagn. The in- 
cubator, consists of n wooden box nbout 
three foot square nnd cnpnblo of containing 
About twenty-five eggs. This routs upon a 
copper or /ino pan, which is filled with hot 
water, and hns four or flvo openings, 
through which Iho vapor nsconds to tho box. 
Tho warm temperature of the wnter is main- 
tained by n pnraflino lamp, artd the eggs 
nro kopt nt tirst nt n temperature of lO'-J 
degrees, but in two weeks this is reduced 
to 100 degrees, nnd in two weeks more to 98 
degrees. Tho period of incubation is forty- 
two dnys, nt thu end of which time tho eggs 
nro carefully punctured nonr tho top with ft 
sharp-pointed Htool to dunblo tho weaker 
chicks to break the shell moro readily. 
When hntahod, they nro turuml, knnf, wflrui> 
nnd allowed to run nbout thoir iuelosure liko 
ordinnry fowls.
